On  November  17,  1960,  the  curtain  rose  on  the  class  of 
1961  production,  The  Thread  That  Runs  So  True,  an  auto- 
biography of  Jesse  Stuart.  Aside  from  the  usual  backstage 
butterflies,  falling  props,  and  misplaced  wigs,  the  play  was  a 
grand  success.
